Irrigation Is Desirable 
In Alberta. 


Trrigation in the Alberta area is 
a great benefit, and entirely desir- 
able, according to a report on irri- 
gation, just printed and forwarded 
to Deputy Minister Cory by com- 
missioner of immigration, F. H. 
Peters, who was commissioned to 
make the report by KE. F. Drake, 
superintendent of irrigation of the 
Department of the Interrior, Otta- 
wa. The report as to climate and 
other such conditions was made out 
by G. N. Housten, member of the 
American Society of Civil Engineers 
under the direction and supervision 
of Mr, Peters, 

The report goes on to state that 
climatic conditions in the Alberta 
area are similar to those of many 
other parts where irrigation is suc- 
cessfully carried on; that it is evi- 
dent that irrigation is very desirable; 
that in the event of another dry 
period such as prevailed from 1885 
to 1896, irrigation would be a nec- 
esaity; and that many of the irri- 
gationists have had no previous ex- 
perience and that the mistakes 
which have been made have been in 
most instances the mistakes of ig- 
norance. 

The reports admit that damage 
has been caused in certain spots 
where there is only a clay ub-soil 
and where the land lies close to the 
irrigation ditch, the damage being 
caused by seepages from the ditch. 
In such instances it would be nec- 
essary for the farmer to under-drain 
his land. 

The report was made out at the 
request of the government in view 
of many complaints by farmers as 
to the lack of necessity of irrigation- 
some even claiming that it was in 
some instances detrimental. 

The report in a short time will 
be distributed among all interested 
parties. 

Below is a synopsis of the find- 
ings. 

The climatic conditions in the 
western section are similar to those 


@ in.seyeral other places where irri- 


gation has been successfully practic- 
ed for many years, and therefore 
there is no reason, so far as climate 
ie concerned, why it should not be 
successful here. 

It is evident that irrigation is 
very desirable on the western sec- 
tion. 

In the event of another dry peri- 
od, such ae occurred in certain 
seasons from 1885 to 1896 on the 
western section, it is evident that 
irrigation would be an absolute nec- 
essity, 

The application of irrigation wat- 
er to crops in the western section 
will not result in seriously retard- 
ing their growth. 

In some sections underlaid with 
heavy clay subsoils there are in- 
stances of very serious and exten- 
siveinjury, undoubtedly due to ex- 
cessive seepage from canals, Many 
farmers will be obliged to put in 
under-drains, and especially on 
those lands with a heavy, imper- 
vious subsoil, to avoid the occur- 
ance of alkali on their low-lying 
fields. 

Many of the farmers have had 
no previous experience in irrigation 
and the larger number of mistakes 
were due to ignorance.

At. last have landed at our 
destination after a most beautiful 
train and sea trip. The. P. R. 
catered for our trip and it was awful 
food we received, but we had to 
make the best of it all. If we had 
not stopped at different stations 
and allowed off to buy we would 
have landed in Montreal like tooth 
picks, instead we landed like Brit- 
ish oaks, some difference. It rain- 
ed all the way down go we could 
not get off for any route marches, 
but when we stopped at a place call- 
ed Smith Falls, which is a very 
pretty French town, one hour, and, 
of course, got a very fine reception. 
That was our first parade. Our 
colonel and officers trustedjus, We 
were allowed our own way where- 
ever we stopped. That is to say 
many a fellow could have slipped 
away without any trouble, but they 
all were there at the Montreal roll 
call, + 

Iam asked by the boys of the 
fighting 12th to thank you ons and 
all for the supper and_ reception 
given us previous to our leaving, 
not forgetting the dear ladies of 
Gleichen, The boys often spoke 
of iton the trip, wishing they eat 
more of those cakes; but a time will 
come when the most of us will re- 
turn, andthen watch your pantries. 

We got 4 most wonderful geud 
off from Calgary, the citizens were 
just that fond of us that they stayed 
at the station from the time we 
arrived till we steamed out, that 
was about four in the morning. I 
never wish to experience anything 
like it again. 

Now, our sea trip was lovely only 
some of the boys were sick. It was 
rough the first few days and rained 
on aan off but after the sea sickness 
wore off you could never wish to see 
such a fine healthy lot, They could 
eat anthing (oh those cakes again) 
but the food was really not worth 
going down stairs after. So they 
raised the prices on everything, 
such as boxes of [0c biscuits 25c, 
5e bar of chocolate 3 fora shilling, 
a general hold up. But, now, we 
are to the worst. The second day 
out from Plymouth, they say we 
were nearly hit with one of those 
German toy tin fishes but they 
missed us, what a blessing? We 
had two torpedo destroyers meet us 
two days from Plymouth. If they 
had not been with us we might 
have got it where the chicken got 
the hatchet, in the neck. We had 
life boat and life belt practice every 
day, when we were able. It sure 
was funny to see fellows running a- 
round with the belts on. But 
safety first. 

We had to stay on the ship two 
days after we landed at Plymouth, 
We had another regiment of mount- 
ed with us—the Eighth from King- 
ston, also a draft of the 78th Cam-

All tle 
millionaires nearly of the last fifty 
years have been middlemen whio}| 
bought in the cheapest market and 
sold in the dearest. Many of the Brit- 
ish industries have gone to the wall 
because of the encouragement of 
cheap foreign-made goods, and Ger- 
many gained the financial strength 
she enjoyed through protecting her 
own workingmen’s labor while under- 
selling the labor of the British work- 
ingman. One of the outcomes of the 
war will be to bring the British work- 
ingman into his own, to do away, prac- 
tically for ever, with unrestricted free 
trade, and to substitute therefor fair 
trade on a basis of tariff reform. This 
is asaured. Cobdenism is on its death- 
bed and will not survive the war. Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain was the prophet 
of the new schoo! of tariff reform, and 
his prediction’ will as assuredly come 
true as his prediction of the action 
of the British Dominions in the event 
of a groat war such as the present.” 

It is difficult to see from this dis- 
tance how the Charlottetown editor 
can {ind support for his arguments, 
The war has shattered the records of 
many prophets, and it is a bold man 
to-day who would make any sweeping 


ingenuity to perfect devices and pro- 
cesses which they hope will make 
their country the leading manufactur- 
ing nation of the world, and it is with 
their powerful neighbor that we must 
compete. In the coming industrial 
battle Canadian manufacturers will 
have to fight geography, they will be 
handicapped by lack of capital and 
in almost every way they will be plac- 
ed at a disadvantage with manufac- 
turing firms of the United States, 
Consequently, is it not of supreme im- 
portance that the “Made-in-Canada” 
campaign should be supported vigor- 
ously?” 

In the last nine months the value 
of the goods imported into Canada 
for consumption was $803,000,000. 
For a similar period of the preceding 
year, the value of goods imported in- 
to Canada for consumption was $398,- 
000,000. Consequently, since the 
“Made-in-Canada” campaign was 
started, our purghases abroad have 
diminished by $96,000,000 and it is 
reasonable to claim that the “Made- 
in-Canada” campaign is responsible 
for at least a part of this decrease, 


While it is too early to make bold 
statements regarding the ukimate ef- 
fect of the war on the fiscal policies 
of Great Britain, the Budget recently 
brought down in the British House of 
Commons may well cause concern in 
the minds of those who have always 


been stout defenders of Ue policy of 
free trade.
